Quantity Only Qnalifies, Not Restricts 

-\s is known that the more one sees 
of certain things, the more they are ap- 
preciated. The man who knows 
nothing of art is apt to gaze with re- 
hewed interest at @ masterpiece each 
successive time he sees it: if it were a 
chromo or a painting untrue and of Hit- 
tle worth, it would probably irritate 
his eye if seen many times. Classical 
music gains more in the estimation of 
the average hearer the oftener it is 
heard, while the repetition of some 
ditty or musical composition of 
slender or 00 merit is likely to become 
tiresome, 

The true philatelist 
looking at his stamps; 
seem to be of greater interest each 
time they are lIcoked at. It matters 
not if the collection is pitiably small in 
the eye of the advanced collector, nor 
whether the stamps it contains are 
not in what is not inappropriately 
called “mint” condition; to the owner 
the album is precious and the speci- 
mens look smilingiy at lim Lhrough 
the daubs ot canceling ink on their 
faces, 

Tt has been alleged that a beginner 
or one who has heen but lately intro- 
duced to philately cannot, uuless he is 
well equipped fiinneially, collect the 
stamps of the popular countries, the U. 
8. for instanee, becanse of the high 
prices demauded for the majority of 
these specimens, 


never tires of 
rather, they 


The allegation is na unjust one, but 
of even the popular countries there are 
some stamps to be got chespiv; and 
right here is a point for diseussion: Is 
the philatelist who las, say his U. &. 
practically complete, any better off 
than the one, beginner or not, who has 
but comparatively few stamps of the 


Same country? Is the one vouchsafed 
a greater measure of satisfaction or 
enjoyment from the fact of his having 
the many stamps, than the other who 
lis but the few? 


It is not unreasonable to contend 
(hat the philatelist with the great num- 
ber of specimens has no advantage, so 
far as pleasure is concerned, over the 
collector with the smell uumber. A 
basis for such a contention may be 
found in the statement that stamps are 
objects whieh the real philatelist can 
behold time and again with no evi- 
(lence of waning interest. A collection 
of trifling proportions may be looked 
at with the same degree of pleasure 
that the collection of mighty size may. 
The fact that in one case the stamps 
are seen quicker and oftener does not 
detract from the fascination they ex- 
ercise over their owner. 

The pleasure to he got from a col- 
lection «loes not always increase in pro 
portion to its size. The one with a 
thousand good stamps is apt to be as 
coutented a collector as he with ten 
thousand, 

So the argument that the new col- 
lector eannet get many of the stamps 
of the best countries becanse of their 
prohibitive prices, should not discowr- 
age the philatelic noviee. He ean get 
a few stimps of any country almost, 
and these few can give as much pleas- 
ure as the mauy do to the advanced 


collector. Beeause of their fewness 
the stamps will not stale upon the 
eye, 


An apt illustration has heen given 
of the conditions of to-day in relation 
to the new collector, ‘en years ago, 
the eompletion of the U. S. 186% set 
was a possibility for any collector; to- 
day, le must be satisfied with the set 


pli 


from oue to twelve or fifteen; but that 
does not prove that the partial set 
owed by the collector of the present 
time is not so satisfactory as the com- 
plete set was to its guardian of a de- 
ende ago. 

It has heen shrewdly suspected hy 
some that these who are responsible 
for tha cry that the current yaluations 
of stamps of the favoted couniries 
debar the beginner, and the collector 
of little means, from philately’s ranks 
are for the most part cx-philatelists. 
who efter having been estranged from 
collecting are relurning to the fold. 
Naturally, when they compare the cat- 
alogue prices of to-lay with those of 


their time, they are filled with an 
amazement which is often tinetured 
with bitterness. Stamps fer which 


cents were asked then are quoter at as 
many dollars. Straightwiay. these col- 
lectors glve it out that mone but a 
person of large means, efc.. can collect 
nowadays: but such remarks are often 
a clonk for a seeret feeling of regret 
that they ever disposed of their stamps 
in view of the harvest they would 
have reaped financially had the stamps 
been kept. 

With the beginner it is different: the 
high-priced sfamps are the rarest to 
him and he cannot recollect the time 
when such specimens were cheap. If 
circumstances compel it, he contents 
himself with getting the commoner 
stamps: and even if the collection is 
small in uumber its inspection gives 
the owner a full quota of pleasure, no 
matter how often the stamps are 
Ieoked at. Stamps are among thease 
rare objects whieh do not clog the eye- 
steht of a tired collector. So often as 
they are looked at. he they few or 
many in nrmber, so eften are they in- 
teresting. 

Mie first matter of moment is te have 
some stamps, fle number is perhaps of 
secondary importance.

Where Sentiment Comes In. 
By Roy Farrell Greene, 
The people of the United States, like 
those of other natious, are giveu much 
to sentiment, patriotle and otherwise. 
Sentiment, it cannot be denied, is mere 
or less of a power fowards progressive 


action. Patriotic sentiment bas keou 


the prime agent thaE has worked for 
specialism and in that work conquered 
thousands. Everything has its bezin- 
ging. aud how often the impuise to take 
up phijately has rested upon some Hitle 
wiaye of sentientality can be estimated 
but darkly, 

A jittle ware of sentiment whieh 
swept over this country same months 
ago, directed towards celebrating in 
some fitting manner the quatri-cenien- 
ary of Columbus’ discovery gave us the 
great World’s Fair, and this govern- 
meut of ours, through its servants at 
Washington to satisfy this sentiment, 
issued a commemorative series of 
stainps which appealed to all alike by 
their depiction of historical seenes from 
that early epoch which is linked so close- 
ly with our national life. 

This Columbian issue accompished, 
more for philately than any which lad 
preecded il, or any which has fotowed. 


Many reasons have been given fer / 


this, one solution being that the indi- 
Vidual stamps in the set, and take as a 
whole, were artistic to Uiat degree that 
they were hoarded fer their beauty, 
aud sooner or later that love for phi- 
intely crept into the leart. other eotin- 
ivies were tuken up and the novice be- 
eame a full-fledged plilatelist. 

Tt seems more plausible, however. 
that the issue appewe1 to the seutimeac 
of the nation and that through th’s 
came fhe gradual accession to our 


rauks, Certain it is that the issue of | 


1893 did more for philately than can 
be readily estimated. If it was solely 
the artistic sense that was appealed to. 
why did not the 1869 issue atrract us 
many to philately? Our one auswer is 
that it Was not an artistic appeal, but 
rather pure sentimentality which nude 
the Columbian issue more popular. for 


the revival of Columbus spread 
throughout the lengrh und breadth of 
eur iand, besides which movement the 
1869 issue was tame in comparison, le 
celebration then having stirred seuti- 
went. Patriotic sentiment yields  an- 
other point to onr argument. When 
collectors specialize, in this country or 
abroad. in the inajority of cases they 
take up the stamps of their own coun- 
tty. Thus we see a freat revival in 
the trude as concerns United Stites 
stalips during the past few years here 
at home, a large and increasing demand 
for (zreat Britain and her colonies iu 
the London markets, where but recently 
plate numbers are beginning to attract 
neve 2nd nore attention. 


During the troublous times a conple 
ot years ago when the Hawaiian pPoo- 
ple overthrew their monarchial form of 
soveriment and established a repultic 
there was an immediate wave of senti- 
ment in this country, which interested 
itself in the cause of liberty, a cause 
dear to every American heart, and the 
issues of Hawaii, past and present, im- 
mediately beeame favorites with collec- 
tors and the demand grew to immense 
proportions. What but sentiment 
prompted this? The Sunday stamps of 
the Belgian government and the com- 
nNuemorative issue of their Antwerp ex- 
position were alike favorites at home 
from the first. 


The Japanese silver wedding issue 
was in thesame manera general fa- 
vorite alnong Asiatie collectors. 


Many other examples might be cited 
hut these will suffice. 


Just now there is a pereeptitile in- 
erease in the demand for Cuhan issnes, 
which, directly or indireetly, may he 
traced to that sentiment of sympathy 
dnd interest for our struggling broihers 
in the West Indies against the tyran- 
nical power of their mother country. 
We are a nation of sentimentalists and 
possibly there is ne harometer which 
as truly records the rise and fall of 
Sentiment as does philateiy, Nor 
would it be wholly just te apply the ap- 
peilation to our country, our nation, 
alone. We inight go even farther and 
s:u¥ that the thinking, speaking world 
is ruled ly sentiment aud passion and 
that philatey progresses in just propor- 
tion fo the uctuations of that senti- 
ment, 


Tusk watel: the tide of human evenis, 
the fate of nations, the interest manui- 
feasted in the shifting scenes and philate- 
lists wil} liave no tronhle in seeing 
where sentiment comes in and plays an 
jimpertant part.

The American Bank Note Company's 
StibIps aul the bureau's stamps, up to 
a few weeks ugu, were the same in this 


barticular, They can be better ce- 
scribed by a deseription of an eutire 
sheet thau of the single stamps, By 
the words “entire sheet,’ IT mean the 
sheeis as they are pried, Wot the 
bosioflice shecis of 100 stumps. The 
slamips ure printed in sheets of 400, 200 
oe 100 ¢containing 4, 2 or i panes of 
100 stamps exch, The 1 and ® cents 
ate generalky in sloets af 400, The 3 be 
oU cents in sheets of 200 and the 
hixher yahies in sheets of 100, 

The places where the sinInps are 
Separated into postoffice sheets are not 
perforated, but are inerely cut when 
the perforating is done. This CALBCS 
two Varieties (right and left side im- 
perforate) on a 20 sheet aud sight 
varieties (tap) and right, bottom and 
left, right. left, lop aM bottom imper- 
foratey on 2 400 sheet. As the 100 
sheets are not cut the imperforate 
sides do not exist on the high values, 

On the marginal strips of most alt 
shoes there sre four sets of three con- 
Yerguig lines (called a crow foot), show- 
ing where to cut or tear the 00 aleets 
juto panes of 100, the 200 in 50 and the 
WB ite 25.

stump becomes valuable, they all are, 
vot by any meaus. But we take it for 
stunted, say this writer should receive 
a hearty response, do you heHeve that 
if thousands should Put their hard 
cash in stamps, say buy 2 complete ser 
of the present issue of our own stanips, 
bow will they be rave in years to eau? 
Should those dollar Colwubians have 
heen more eagerly prréehased Da cal- 
lecfors when they were in use, than by 
the dealers. would they bring as much 
money as they do today?

houses in New York City are first 
clipped off, ere tle envelopes are cast 
to the waste baskets. his chase after 
stamps is felt by the New York post- 
office in particular. Tecently while 
purchasiug 1 few stamps at the post- 
office here, of udd denominations, the 
clerk remarked of the large number of 
requests lie received fu. good copies by 
purchasers, beiug intended for collce- 
tions, Soit seems as if there isa 
huve auiwunt of mouey being invested 
in stamps fov speculation after all. Wo 
ure indeed very sorry to sce this. 

It will be only a question of thue 
when this uiode will force philately to 
the wall, for who can keep up with the 
new issues that will then appear? | 
huve several ucyuaintanees who were 
once ardent philatelists, and thai still 
Jrassess fine collections, though long 
laid aside, having ceased collecting 
owing to the frequent new issues, not 
being able to keep up with them, and 
many others will de the same. Their 
collections are still dear to them as 1 
could uot obtain them fer loye or 
niohey, su ie preves tha: Wiley were nor 
“luke warm” collectors. 

It were far better, was there not 
such un eager desire for stainps as 
there now exists, but. time will tell, 
and lin sure my argument will not be 
fay from being vight. But all things 
must come to pass, “philately may have 
sceu better days,” but we earnestly de- 
sire to see vur hobly still daurish, ue 
spite the harsh deal philately has 
celved in late years.

A society has been formed to ask con- 
gress to passa law requiriug the de- 
signs for uN United States money, 
Stamps, ete., to be approyed by a coin- 
nittee of artists. 

First, second and third (but not 
tourUy cliss postmasters are required 
in rvepert to the department ihe 
amounts of the different Kinds of 
stamped paper on hand at the end of 
each month. <All postmasters must send 
inthe cancelled newspaper ,stamips iat 
the end of each quarter, From this it 
will be seen that the first, seeoud and 
third class postimasters can only sell 
newspaper stamps by making an ati- 
davit that they have lost them, but thai 
fourth class postmasters may sell thei 
without any inconyenienec. 

When ordering stamps. all classes of 
postiuasters niust give the number on 
hand at that time, but this is not com- 
pared with their accounts. [tis merery 
to prevent them from ordering too large 
a munber, 

At present the department has four 
different requision bianks for ordering 
stamps, special delivery stamps, postal 
ecards, wrappers and bisank envelopes; 
one for special request envelopes; ove 
for newspaper stamps and one for posi- 
age due stamps. The old letter sheets 
had a requisition of their own.

Such a system could be applied 
io current issues os well as past is- 
sucs. The best time to study stamps is 
white they are in use.
